Paper-Mill Repairs.

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A paper manufacturer would make his 
everlasting fortune in ten years, were it not for 
one jtem of expense—and that item is for re- 
pairs. 

A manufacturer has a feeling toward a mill- 
wright as if that mechanic is in some measure 
responsible for the cost of repairs and the time 
lost thereby ; therefore, it is decidedly more 
comfortable for the millwright to be able to 
know that confidence is placed in his doings, 
and that he has earned this display of confi- 
dence by the judicious exercise of common 
sense in keeping the mill in good running 
order. 

It is very seldom that we find a mill-owner 
who is a paper maker and a millwright too, 
and the more of a mechanic the owner proves 
to be, the more a good, brainy millwright is 
appreciated, and the more pleasure he will 
find in filling his position. 

With a non-mechanical owner, if an acci- 
dent occurs unbeknown to the millwright, the 
first intimation of trouble received by him is 
by seeing the owner plunge into the shop with 
flying coat-tails, hat inhand, saying : ‘‘ Come, 
come, millwright, that No. 2 stuff-pump has 
broke down, and we have got to have it going 
again, right away. It’s strange those men 
down there cannot use a machine without 
ruining it,” and so saying, the worthy agent 
or owner rushes off to abuse the men who let 
the pump break down. 

Such agents or owners are much to blame 
for their behavior. They might have repairs 
made better and quicker if they would only 
get outof the way, and keep out—until the job 
is done. 

Let a mechanical owner be placed in the 
same situation. He comes to the mill and 
finds the No. 2 machine shut down. Does he 
begin straightway to fly around, scratch his 
head, and make everybody uncomfortable? 
Not much. He says to the first man he 
meets ; ‘‘ What's the matter, Henry?” ‘‘ The 
No, 2 stuff-pump broke down, sir.” ‘* Well, 
Henry, run up to the shop and tell Mr. Mill- 
wright to come down.” And then Mr. Owner 
goes under the mill and looks at the break. 

The bolts in the crank-box had stripped 
their threads. That let the shaft jump up, and 
caused the wrist-pin to break off. The ma- 
chine and back tender were clearing away the 
wreck and getting off the belt which had 
broken and wound up around the back line of 
shafting. ‘‘Is ita bad breakdown?” asks the 
owner as the machine-tender looks up. ‘* No, 
sir, Wecould be running in half an hour if 
we had a new wrist-pin.” ‘All right. I'll 
hurry that up for you.” And as he leaves the 
machine-room he meets the millwright, and 
says: ‘‘ Wrist-pin broken and box bolt-threads 
stripped on No, 2 stuff-pump. I have tele- 
phoned to the machine-shop for a duplicate 
wrist-pin. It will be ready in two hours.” 
** All right,” says Millwright ; ‘‘ I will look the 
thing over, and have it going as soon as pos- 
sible.” 

Millwright found that he could weld the 
broken wrist-pin and get new bolts just right 
for the box. He did so, and the machine was 
running in fifty minutes and ran until about 
three Pp. M, Then the machine was shut down 
to change size, and the millwright put in the 
new wrist-pin. 

With the fly-around owner or agent, the 
break would not have been mended so quick- 
ly. None of the mechanics would have taken 
such an interest in the work, and probably 
half a day's stoppage would have resulted. 

A good millwright knows his business in a 
mill too well to be abused by either owner or 
agent, and if you occupy that responsible posi- 
tion and are not a mechanic yourself,’ then 
keep away from your millwright when there is 
trouble or when you are excited. You keep a 
millwright for that very purpose, so keep out 
of the way and let him repair your mill as it 
should be done. 

The millwright never thinks of walking into 
your office and informing you how you should 


will go before him and give orders upon 
a subject about which you know nothing. 


facturers, agents and owners. They will find 
it a good fit when they put it on, and lots of 
money in its pockets. 

Among the worst things a millwright has to 
contend with is water dropping on a machine. 

During the damp weather, and especially in 
damp mills, the dropping of water from the 
roof or ceiling to the paper on the machine 
becomes a serious trouble. If a drop of water 
falls on paper as it passes the dryers, a sheet 
of paper is surely spoiled, but a drop falling 
on the wire, or wet felt, will lead to more se- 
rious trouble and almost surely cause a 
break. 

It is not uncommon to see a dryer felt sus-

placed. 

The block in question was framed into the 
shafting supports, and in replacing it more de- 
cay was discovered. Before the job was fin- 
ished over 10,000 feet of timber and lumber 
went into that wheel-pit. Replacing one 
small block had, through neglect of repairs, 
developed into a complete overhauling, cost- 
ing thousands of dollars, an expense which 
might have been safely deferred one or two 
years had small repairs been promptly at- 
tended to. 


‘**The “stitch in time” business is not half 
as well lived up to in paper mills as it should 
be, but there is no other manufacturing plant 
where it can be more forcibly applied. 

One of the very worst parts of the whole 
plant to keep in repair is the multitude of

pended overthe machine, also pieces of board | valves and cocks scattered through the mill. 


hung up by strings, under chronic dripping 
points. All of these devices are unsightly, 
and are apt to fail in their object. Steam- 
pipes placed overhead will usually cure the 
trouble. 

Another remedy for machine-rooms with 
heating circulation pipes around two or more 
sides of the room, just below the level of the 
windows, is to raise these pipes above the 
tops of the windows, or, as has been success- 
fully tried in several instances, to run two 
lines of inch orinch and a quarter pipe around 
the room, half way from floor to ceiling, and 
connect with the same pipe that supplies the 
bottom circulation. 

When this is done the steam can be par- 
tially shut off from the lower circulation, 
using the upper pipes to their full capacity 
and giving the remainder of the heat desired 
with the lower system of pipes, 

A large amount of the moisture which gives 
trouble, as above stated, comes from the pa- 
per onthe dryers. It is usual in most mills, 
and should be in all, to build an inverted hop- 
per over the dryers, and connect with this 
hopper a pipe running up through the roof. 
Whenever this is done it is found necessary to 
help the moisture-laden air in its upward jour- 
ney by means of an exhaust or ventilating 
pan placed in the above-described pipe. 

It is easy enough to do such special jobs 
around a mill, and the systematic renewal of 
parts before they give entirely out is seldom 
practised. It is poor policy to put off paper- 
mill repairs with a view to'economy. The 
time to renew a worn part of machinery, or 
mill either, is ‘‘ just before it needs it.” 

Let a timber or a bridge-tree go until it 
threatens to or does break down under the 
strain upon it, and you will find an almost 
endless job in repairing. In removing the 
broken parts many other weak places will 
come to light which stood the strain put upon 
them until this time, but which will not bear 
the brunt of repair in their immediate neigh- 
borhood. 

A case of this kind, as it occurred to the 
writer, was in a small mill where there was a 
6-inch by 6-inch block about three feet long, 
to which a gate-rod bearing was attached. 
For some time this gate had given trouble 
bewause of the decay of this block, but it ran 
along for nearly two years until the block 


At first thought we don’t comprehend their 
number, but steam being so extensively used 
about a paper mill, there are hundreds of 
valves which must receive constant attention, 
or otherwise they cause an immense loss of 
steam and an increase of business at the coal- 
pile, which would be suddenly stopped if once 
fully comprehended. 

Go into the mill on some cold morning, 
and note the dozen or two valves which are 
blowing out a cloud of white vapor, only to 
dissolve itself im the atmosphere. It will 
prove profitable, and at least interesting, to 
figure up how much coal gets away through 
100 leaky valves in the course of six months. 

Take as an example that 2-inch valve in the 
bleach-room. The steam comes out in a 
stream seemingly half an inch in diameter, 
but upon-close inspection we find it to be 
nearly equal to a hole as big as a knitting- 
needle, or having an area of about .0039 of a 
square inch. 

Steam at a pressure of sixty pounds above 
the atmosphere will rush out of that opening 
at the rate of about 885 feet, or 10,620 inches, 
per second. Now figure up the number of 
seconds in six months, and you have a 
volurfie of steam 885 feet long for each 
second, or somewhere about 4,500 miles 
long, having a section of .0039 inch, Re- 
duce this thin vein of steam to cubic feet. As 
about eleven cubic feet of this steam will 
weigh one pound, and one pound of coal 
ought to evaporate seven pounds of water, di- 
vide the cubic feet of steam by seventy-seven, 
and see how much coal is required to keep up 
the steam supply for one leaky valve ; multi- 
ply this result by one hundred valves, and 
your coal supply on this account alone will 
figure between 200 and 300 tons, all on ac- 
count of these industrious little blowers. 

Snapping or pounding is often heard in 
pipes when steam is turned on, after special 
care has been taken to avoid trapping water 
in any portion of the pipes; yet that water is 
there, as the pounding tells truly, Water is 
often trapped by a globe valve, especially if 
the valve should be placed with its stem ina 
perpendicular position. Take a valve apart 
and notice how it is constructed, You will 
find that the pipe can be filled with water 
until it rises level with the valve-seat, and 
completely seals the passage through both 





valve and pipe. When in this condition the 
steam must blow this water ahead, thus caus- 
ing the thumping. 

By turning a globe valve upon its side this 


trouble will be completely avoided, as the 


pipe cannot be trapped from this cause while 
the valve is in that position.

Machine for Waterproofing or 
Sizing Paper. 


Illustrations are given of a new ma- 
chine designed for use in waterproofing or 
sizing paper, the machine being of that class 
in which the paper is passed through the size 
and then between rolls to express the surplus 
liquid and impart the needed finish to its sur- 
face. 

A longitudinal section of the machine is 








shown in Figure 1; a plan view, partly in sec- 
tion, being given in Fig. 2. 

To the upper portion of the frame A is se- 
cured the flanged upper edge of a vessel, B, 
which contains the waterproofing or sizing 
material or compound, this vessel having a 
water-jacket, a, the contents of which can be 
heated by a lamp, 4, supported in a casing, ¢, 
below the vessel B, this water-jacket providing 
a means of uniformly heating the waterproof- 
ing or sizing material when the latter is such 
that heat is required in order to maintain it in 
liquid condition or otherwise facilitate its 
action upon the paper. 

Hung to suitable bearings, ¢, on the frame 
A, is a rock-shaft, /, an arm, /’, on which is 
connected by a link, g, tothe upper end of a 
screw, D, the latter being adapted to a swiv- 


.eled nut, A, hung to a bracket, 4’, on the 


frame, 

To opposite bearings, ¢, on the frame A are 
adapted the journals of a pair of hollow rolls, 
F F, these journals being also hollow, for the 
reception of inlet and exhaust pipes / /', 
whereby steam may be caused to circulate 
through the hollow rolls for the purpose of 
heating them. The rolls are geared together 
by means of spur-wheels m m, and one of 
these wheels engages with a spur-pinion mm’, 
on the driving-shaft H, this pinion having a 
key or feather adapted to a slot in the shaft, so 
that the rolls can be readily thrown out of gear 
when desired. 

On the journal of the roll F is a wheel, /, 
for the reception of a chain-belt, s, which 
passes around an idle pulley, s’, on the end of 
the rock-shaft /, and thence around a sprocket- 
wheel, ¢, on the shaft of a hollow roll, J, which 
is free to turn in bearings near the ends of 
arms w, secured to the rock-shaft /. 

The paper or other fabric to be treated is 
drawn from a roll, M, the journals of which 
are mounted in brackets M' on the frame A, 
and the paper passes first around the roll J, 
which is adjusted so as to be submerged in 
the liquid contents of the vessel B, the paper 
after being coated, saturated or impregnated 
with the contents of the vessel then passing 
between the rolls F F, and thence to the wind- 
ing-roll N, the journals of which are adapted 
to hangers N’ on the ceiling or other available 
support, the roll being suitably driven by 
means of a crossed belt from a pulley, x, on 
the shaft of the roll F, The rolls F F serve 



















to express from the web of paper any surplus 
sizing which may be carried up by it, and 
serve also to impart the desired finish to the 
opposite suifaces of the web, and to dry the 
same before it is wound upon the roll N. The 
dipping-roll J is hollow, amd before com- 
mencing the waterproofing or sizing opera- 
tion ‘the screw D is manipulated so as to 
bring the roll J into contact with the heated 
roll F, the rolls being then rotated for a time 
sufficient to insure the proper heating of the 
roll F and prevent it from chilling the con- 
tents of the vessel B when it is lowered into 
the liquid. In the event of the breaking of 
the web of fabric the roll J may be lifted 
above the liquid contents of the vessel B, so 
as to permit the ready passage of the web 


beneath it.

The Acid or Bisulphite Processes. 
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Pending the completion of some spe- 
cial appliances, I have experimented still fur- 
ther with the boiler mentioned in my article of 
August 28. At the time those tests were 
made only two samples of wood—willow and 
hickory—were at hand. Since then I have 
taken different varieties, with results as men- 
tioned below. 

That no misunderstandings may occur, I 
will give the measurements and capacity of 





The dimensions of the inside of the lining, 
in the clear, being one inch less in diameter, 
the capacity of the digester proper would be 
18.6205 gallons of wood chips and solution. 

The lead lining purchased in the market 
and burned in the laboratory was found 
to possess the following relative torsion 
strength, as compared with other materials 
used : 
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The weight of the lining was 9.66 pounds, 
it being half an inch in thickness throughout. 

With the various woods used, both for the 
intermediate linings and for digesting—in 
many tests I used the same wood, or rather 
the same variety—the following were the pro- 
portions of carbon or charcoal : 


too carbon to 4 Ibs, wood. 
og carton 10 4468 Ib. 
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This estimate is made on the basis of one 
cord, first, because I shall have reasons here- 
after to refer to the different weights and pro- 
portions of the carbon of wood used in pulp 
making, and secondly, with large digesters 
for manufacturing purposes it is much easier 
to calculate in this way than by inches, &c. 
I have been particular as to the actual details 
of these experimental processes, so that 
future experimenters will not have reason to 
call into question the accuracy of these tests, 
costing, as they do, hundreds of dollars of 
money, and it will be well to preserve these 
data for future reference. 

Now, concerning this sub-lining to the di- 
gester, it will be noticed that the proportion of 
hard matter or charcoal is much greater in the 
hard than in the softer woods, and the natural 
inference would be that these would answer 
best for the purpose, and so they would were 
it distilled and the volatile matters allowed to 
escape, but it must be borne in mind that 
there is to be no opportunity for the escape of 
these liquids and gases, and therefore the 
actual separation does not take place, although 
the wood may show the outward signs of de- 
structive distillation, but in those instances 
where the apparatus became thoroughly cool 
before the air was allowed to enter, the faint- 
est alterations in the general character of the 
wood were perceptible. 

The only advantage then, if any, in using

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wood rich in carbon for the sub-lining is the 
greater relative proportion of non-conducting 
substance, and consequently the relative greater 
resistance to inward pressure and expansion 
of the outer shell in case of any imperfection 
in the making of, or accident to any part of, the 
boiler or connections, allowing the air to 
enter and oxidation to take place. It is 
further shown that the outer shell may be 
made much lighter, for we have nothing to 
overcome but the actual pressure from within, 
the expansion being virtually nothing. On 
the other hand the outer shell with the single 
lining has to be sufficiently strong and homo- 
geneous to stand still greater pressure and the 
action of the communicated heat besides, and 
it is too well known that hot iron or steel is 
much more malleable than cold. In order to 
prove the correctness of this I made one test 
with a perforated shell, and although I tamped 
the space with the best charcoal, the lead lin- 
ing showed every hole and depression in the 
outer covering, although in this case what 
little moisture was in the charcoal could 
escape; so that it may be that the sub-lining 
was less compact than it would have been with 
no perforations. 


A practical paper maker, superintendent of 
one of the largest pulp mills in the country, 
being present when this test was made, sug- 
gested another method, which strikes me as an 
improvement. This is to make the outer shell 
of heavy iron and perforate with inch holes 
every foot or so; then make the lining suffi- 
ciently small to allow, say, four inches in the 
clear between the two, this space to be well 
filled with the best charcoal finely pulverized, 
and as it is being filled place lead plugs in 
these holes, rivet on both sides, and well burn 
together with the lining. By this means a 
boiler with plenty of strength to stand the 
pressure and at the same time a perfect non- 
conductor, will be produced, these long plugs 
acting as stays to keep the lead in position, and, 
of course, being firmly imbedded in charcoal, 
could communicate but little, if any, heat to the 
outside. This, however, is merely a theory 
based on the suggestion of a practical man, 
but will be practically demonstrated at another 
time. 

Concerning the volatile matters, acids, &c., 
from the wood lining or sub-lining, I find that 
if everything is hermetically sealed, as it should 
be, there is not the slightest danger from this 
source any more than with a piece of metal 
which, plunged and left in acid, if the air can- 
not touch it will not corrode. Ali joints, 
however, should be made tight, the wood 
should be well dried and everything made to 
resist the pressure incident to regular destruc- 
tive distillation.

Business generally seems to be very 
much improved since the first of the month, 
the improvement being noticeable even in the 
several branches of the paper trade. Paper 
dealers report a very good movement in 
paper, mail orders being constantly received 
and from sources where heretofore a good 
deal of drumming was required to make 
sales, 

Paper makers seem to be well supplied 
with orders and the only complaint is that old 
** chestnut " of low prices. 

Paper-stock dealers are a little encouraged 
at the numerous inquiries being made from 
day to day, from which they are inclined to 
reason that the movement of paper stock will 
soon develop into something like old-time 
proportions. While the sales reported are not 
large in single orders, yet, taken together, a 
fair average volume of stock has been placed 
during the past week. On the whole, things 
are looking more encouraging for paper-stock 
dealers, 

In the chemical market a good feeling pre- 
vails, occasioned by the fair demand and the 
firm tone of bleaching powders, which are sell- 
ing at a slight advance over last week’s quo- 
tations. Bleaching powder to arrive is quoted 
at 1%c. to 1.65c., and advancing in Liverpool. 
There is a fair demand, with spot supply very 
small. Caustic soda is quoted at 2%c., with 
fair demand, very little, if any, in store. Soda 
ash is unchanged, at 1c. to 1%c. 

The imports of chemicals for the week to 
date include- 400 casks of bleaching powder, 
495 drums of caustic soda, 557 casks of soda 
ash, 70 casks of refined alkali and 150 casks 
of carbonate of soda. 

The receipts of paper stock fur the same 
period of time comprise 142 bales of new rags, 
221 bales of paper stock, 285 bales of paper 
waste, 222 bales of old bagging and 388 coils 
of old rope—a total of 1,258 bales and coils. 

Of miscellaneous imports the receipts show 
7,415 bales of jute butts, 320 casks of china 
clay, 48 casks of Southern clay, 370 bags of 
hide cuttings and 252 barrels of rosin.

The Paper Manufactures of Germany. 








Tne paper manufactures of this coun- 
try have in course of time become one of our 
most important national industries. Germany 
possesses more paper mills than any other 
European country, the latest estimate placing 
Germany's manufactories at 809, against 420 
in France, 361 in Great Britain, 228 in Italy 
and 220 in Austria-Hungary. The German 
industry suffers most at the hands of Austria, 
though the new customs duties have proved of 
some service. Where the disadvantage was 
chiefly felt was in the want of raw materials 
for the making of better qualities of paper and 
in the matter of transport circumstances. 
These disadvantages exert a minor influence 
even now, though the direct competition is 
made a matter of great difficulty for Austrian 
paper manufacturers owing to the higher im- 
port duties. 

The export duty on rags has not, however, 
been claimed again, so that large quantities of 


| rags suitable for manufacture into paper go 


abroad, and thus the cost of this important

| exports last year did not show any great

amount was 347,796 double centners, the ex- 
port in 1884 was 452,993 double centners, and 
the export of rags suitable for paper making 
is yearly increasing. The export of half-stuff 
during the first five months of 1880 was 50,629 
double centners, in the next year it was 69,050 
double centners, in 1885 it was 120,782 double 
centners, and this year m® less than 152,540 
double centners. If this greater export is in a 
sense satisfactory it at the same time enables 
foreign countries to compete more easily with 
us. Austria is especially favored by the cheap 
means of transport offered by the Elbe. Still, 
that our paper industry is in a healthy state is 
proved by the growth of our foreign trade. 
The exports of blotting and packing paper 
during the first five months of this year were 
59,629 double centners (against 35,416 double 
centners in 1880), of pasteboard, 55,555 double 
centners (against 71,775 double centners); writ- 
ing, printing and drawing paper, 98,705 double 
centners (against 69,955 double centners), and 
paper-hangings, 14,002 double centners 
(against 11,958 double centners). The ex- 
ports of pasteboard have fallen off 22.6 per 
cent. in six years, while those of blotting and 
packing paper increased 68.4 per cent. and 
those of writing and other paper 41.1 per cent, 
The chief cause of complaint is the lowness of 
prices, which in many cases hardly allows of 
profits being realized.—A uhlow’s,

IT is evident that the German paper

have attained. They have pressed the 


sale of their product in every direction 
and in every market where competition 
has been possible. Much of this success 
has been attained at the cost of English 
manufacturers, for German papers have 
flooded England and have been sold at 
prices which have made the paper mak- 
ers of the United Kingdom realize un- 
comfortably the fact that foreign produc- 
ers could undersell them on their own 
ground. But the same enterprise and 
push has extended in other directions. 
Spain and South America have been open 
fields for the Germans, who have made 
the best of every opportunity presented 
to them, not hesitating to make prices so 
low as to involve a loss of profit rather 
than a loss of trade. Such energy de- 
serves success. 





It has been often claimed by those 
who favor the unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver that the opposition of the banking 
interest to their demands is based on 
selfish motives. The American Bank- 
ers’ Association at its late meeting, 
while giving warning of the danger in- 
curred by the continued coinage of silver, 
took occasion to assert that its members 
have “no special interést in one kind of 
coin more than another, so long as each dis- 
charges its legitimate purpose as money.” 
It also declared its opinion that persons 
of limited income and particularly the 
earners of wages will most largely suffer 
when the threatened evils shall come, 
and that therefore such coinage should 
be suspended until an international agree- 
ment with leading commercial nations 
shall give substantial assurance as to the 
future relations of gold and silver as 
money. We have heretofore referred to 
the action of the Congress of the British 
Chambers of Commerce favoring the re- 
monetization of silver, coincident with 
the expression of opinion above referred 
to.~ Perhaps these conclusions of repre- 
sentatives of commercial and financial 
interests on both sides of the Atlantic 
may induce a conference between the 
governments of the leading commercial 
nations with a view to carrying them out. 
There will probably be no better timee 
than the present for deciding upon this 
question. The silver advocates should 
attempt to further this decision.

In that distance 
there are more paper mills than in any other 
region in the West, and very few sections of 
the same extent in the New England or any 
of the Eastern States equal it in the same dis- 
tance. There are forty-five paper-machines 
and 219 rag-engines, besides refiners, on the

Trade Talks. 


E. W. McClintock, of Lockwood & McClin- 
tock, New York.—Yes, 1 have an idea as to 
what our liabilities are, but I will not state it. 
I also have an idea as to what our assets are, 
but I will not state that either. The schedules 
will be filed next week. We had no idea of 
any such thing as failure on the morning of 
August 28, and were as much surprised as 
anyone when we found that we had to make 
an assignment. You understand that the as- 
signment was forced by the special partner? 
Well, you have stated the cause of the failure. 
Yes ; the National Security Bank, of Boston, 
is interested as a creditor. It holds paper 
for $5,000, but the bank is fully secured, as the 
paper is indorsed by D. Webster King. Bar- 
ing Brothers are also interested, but I doubt 
if they will lose anything. The Market Na- 
tional Bank is a creditor, but I believe is fully 
secured and will lose nothing. There is no 
other bank in the city which is interested as a 
creditor. Are Meier & Co. creditors? No; 
I wish they were. You understand they are 
debtors to the extent of $25,000 or $35,000. 
Well, both amounts are correct, and the in- 
debtedness comes partly from the Japanese 
rag transactions. No, I will not state the 
amount of our liabilities or assets, nor will I 
give the names of the creditors. As I said be- 
fore, the schedules will be filed next week and 
they will give the figures. No part of the in- 
debtedness lies in the paper or paper stock 
trade, but is largely held by banks. As to 
any facts in the matter I refer you to Kelly 
& McRae, my attorneys. 

Richard B. Kelly, of Kelly & MeRae, attor- 
neys for Lockwood & McClintock. —You want 
to know the liabilities and assets of the firm. 
Well, that I cannot state, for the reason that 
the schedules are not yet completed, and there 
are sO many names on the paper that 
it is difficult to get at. Will the liabilities 
reach $300,000? No, I do not believe that 
they will. The papers have not yet been sent 
to us, but the rough estimate was about 
$250,000 or $260,000. I do not know whether 
or not the firm will resume, but I believe that 
they are attempting to make a compromise, 
but the foundation of it I do not know. The 
schedules will probably be filed on Monday. 
The assignment was caused by the failure 
of the special partner to come to the. firm’s 
rescue, ;

By fire in Baltimore, Md., September 4, 
W. H. Peters & Son, blank- book manufac- 
turers; Dowling & Keller, printers, and J. H. 


Hartel, paper-box manufacturer, were dam- 
aged. Peters & Son’s loss was $2,000, cov- 
ered by insurance; Dowling & Keller, loss 
$10,000, insurance, $4,600; Hartel, stock and 
machinery destroyed : insurance, $2,000. 


The fire at Mentzel & Sons’ paper mill, at 
Ellicott City, Md., on Friday afternoon of last 
week caught from some unknown cause in the 
rag-room, and burned the upper two stories 
of the mill and a frame extension at one end. 
A “‘ duster,” filter and considerable stock and 
chemicals were destroyed. The machine, 
boiler, rotary, rag-cutter, two engines and the 
ironwork of another engine, the stuff-chest and 
steam-engine were saved uninjured. A quan- 
tity of stock and chemicals stored outside of | 
the mill was also saved. The finished paper 
had nearly all been shipped prior to the fire, | 
and much of that on hand was carried out 
without damage. The loss on the mill is 
about $2,000, nearly all covered by insurance.

To describe the Hyatt system properly it is 
necessary to outline nature’s process, on 
which it is based. This consists mainly of 
three p:inciples—coagulation, aeration and fil- 
tration. 

Coagulation is effected by the salts of iron, 
lime, alumina, &c., found in all soils. These 
act on the impurities as the water percolates 
through the strata, precipitating and grouping 
them into cake-like masses, large enough to 
be strained out as the water passes through 
the sand and gravel. 

Aeration results from contact of air and 
water in motion. Brooks, rapids, whirlpools, 
waterfalls and crested waves all assist in 
aerating water, the constant contact with the 
air causing the absorption of sufficient oxygefi 
to clarify the water and sustain the lives of 
fishes, &c. Stagnant water soon becomes ex- 
hausted of oxygen, breeds miasma and be- 
comes filled with putrescible matter. 

Natural filtration is well enough understood. 
Its application to the artificial purification of 
water requires some explanation. Repeated 
experiments have shown that a mixture of 
sand and coke is the best filtering material, 
proper consideration being given to economy, 
and the quantity used should not be less than 
three cubic feet of filtering material to every 
two gallons of water filtered per minute. 

The results of nature's application of these 
three principles are seen in every drop of 
clear, sparkling water that gushes from 
springs or is drawn from the cool depths 
of wells. It has been ‘‘ doctored” by Na- 
ture, and where an overdose has been ad- 
ministered it is ‘‘ hard” from excess of lime, or 
‘*mineral" from excess of other salts.

The accompanying illustration shows the 
ceagulator on the left. In it is placed the co- 
agulant, lime, iron or alumina as the condition 
of the water to be treated demands, and the 
apparatus is so finely adjusted that the minute 
quantity necessary to accomplish the work is 
fed with the utmost accuracy and nicety.

The filter, as will be seen, consists of upper 
and lower compartments. The filter-bed is 
in the lower, the upper being used only for 
washing and thoroughly cleansing the bed. 
The water, introduced through the supply-pipe 
seen on the left, above the coagulating appa- 
ratus, enters at the top of the lower compart- 
ment, passes down through the bed of sand 
and coke, is freed from the impurities that 
were precipitated and coagulated, and passes 
out through the cone-valve system K and out- 
let-pipe X.
